' ; It hac always been said that Can- 
ada has no poets; I have alwoys 
disagreed with this. Those who 
maltc such a statement arc, I am 
sure, existing in complete ienorance 
of the work of such early bards 
as James Gay or James Mclnlyre. 

I have treated James Gay In this 
column before, and now I shnll 
turn to the poems of Mclntyre, the 
sweet singer of Canadian cheese. 
' Wc must not, naturally, expect 
Mclntyre to ape the poor poets of 
England with whom he wos con- 
temporaneous, nor to find lines 
reminiscent of Wordsworth or 
Tennyson in his work. Indeed, one 
of his friends and critics, for all his 
critics were his . friends, wrote of 
him as follows: 
In writing you do not pretend 
With Tenysonlan themes to blend, 
It is an independent style 
Begotten on Canadian soil. 

Since Mclntyre was the poet of 
cheese, wc find many pastoral in- 
terludes in his poetry. As a sample 
Wc may quote: 

In vale of Thames ofttimcs are 

seen ' 
The cattle graze 'mong sweetest 

green 

Or there contented with their fate 
The gentle cows do ruminate, 
And enjoy a double pleasure 
In rcchcwing hidden treasure, 
The cow is a Idndly creature, 
Kind and pleasant in each feature. 

And the delicate lines which 
open the Ode on the Mammoth 
Cheese are untlnged by cloying for- 
malism such as Tennyson might 
have written, but are imbued by 
that strong tendency toward stark 
primitivism which is so apparent in 
modern work: 

We have seen thee, queen of cheese. 
Lying quietly at your ease. 
Gently fanned by evening breeze, 
Thy fair form no flies dare seize. 

Surely this ranks in greatness with 
Gertrude Stein's famous: 

Dong, dong, done, 
Dong, dong, dong, 
Dong, dong, dong, 
Dong, doiig, dong. 
Twelve o'clock. 

But no more comments on the 
■mastery of Mclntyrc's poetry are 
needed. I shall continue with vari- 
ous excerpts. 

liiis advantage hath the sheep. 
Two crops from them each year 
. ■ you reap; 

You get big price for tender lamb, 
And crop of wool from shearing 
dam. 

Industrious wife can spin the yarn. 
And knit the socks, or old ones 
'' darn. 

, ■ 

Cheese soon will rise, though now 
|. tis low 

And brooks of milk will onward 
' flow, 

Were they collected in one stream 
There would be floods of milk and 
^ cream.

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''University of Manitoba, The Mc- 
Goun Trophy, symbolic of the de- 
bating supremacy among the west- 
ern universiites, was awarded to 
Ùie University of Manitoba on Fri> 
qây. The topic was "Resolved that 
the government should guarantee 
employment for all persons at all 
times." The topic • was debated 
simultaneously at the Universities 
of Manitoba, Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan and British Columbia with 
Manitoba, upholding the affirm.-i- 
tive, defeating Alberta at Winni- 
peg, and also winning against 
British Columbia at Vancouver 
while upholding the negative. Sas- 
katchewan also won both her de- 
bates against Alberta and British 
Columbia, but as both these de- 
bates were awarded on split de- 
cisions, the University of Mani- 
toba was judged the winner. 

Dalhousle University. The Dal- 
housle Veterans' Association has 
formulated plans to alleviate the 
housing shortage among the stu- 
dents.

Brief States 
Grants Hoped 
For Veterans 



Acting on behalf of the Hon. Ian 
Mackenzie, Minister of Veterans* 
Affairs, W. A. Tucker, Chairman 
of the House of Commons Commit- 
tee on Veterans' Affairs, in Ottawa 
on Saturday accepted the final 
brief based on the deliberations of 
the First National Conference of 
Student Veterans. W. S. Woods. 
Deputy Minister of Veterans' Af- 
fairs, was in attendance at the 
presentation and discussion which 
lasted over two hours. 

Representing the N.CS.V. were 
three members of the executive 
National Council: Lcn Starkey of 
McGill, President, G. P. Laganicrc, 
of the University of Montreal, and 
J. Tcstart, of the University of 
Western Ontario. Instrumental in 
arranging the meeting, J. C. G. 
Herwig, General Secretary of the 
Canadian Legion Dominion Com- 
mand, was present along with two 
executive assistants, T. D. Ander- 
son and T. A. Klnes. 

In accepting the brief, outcome 
of recent three-day conference in 
Montreal, Mr. Tucker said that It 
would be presented to the House 
of Commons Committee on Vet- 
erans' Affairs as soon as it is set up 
again in February, 

Lcn Starkey outlined briefly the 
background of the proposals, which 
are the recommendations of dele- 
gates represenflng 30,000 university 
and vocational school ex-scrvlce- 
men. They are asking for an in- 
crease of maintenance grants— 
from $60 to $80 for single men, and 
from $80 to $120 for married; lor 
emergency housing measures, and 
a low-cost housing project; and for 
many improvements in the educa' 
tional program. They also empha' 
size that unless the government ac' 
cept full employment as the cor 
nerstonc of its rehabilitation prO' 
gram, trained men will be walking 
the streets when they graduate. 

In matters where the success of 
the re-establishment of veterans is 
being hampered by the conslltu 
tional rights of provinces and mu 
nicipalitics, as In the case of hous- 
ing and the Inadequacy of voca 
tional training courses, Mr. Woods 
said: "We, as the Federal Govern- 
ment, responsible for the rchablll 
tation of veterans, should be their 
advocate," in making representation 
to the proper 'authorities.

Further announcements from the 
Committee stated that progress on 
decorations had been proceeding 
very favourably with the plan at 
present to have four large murals 
designed covering the whole gym- 
nasium. The general effect will be 
that of a sky-line. 



Arms Sale to Dutch 
Scored at Manitoba 

Winnipeg, Jan. 17.— (CUP)— At 
the Monday session of the Univer- 
sity of Monltoba Mock Parliament, 
a resolution was passed calling on 
the Canadian Government to stop 
selling army equipment to the 
Dutch for use In Indonesia. 

Forwarded as a telegram to Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King, the re- 
solution, signed by the Premier, 
Mr, J. Winrob, stated, in part, that 
"the members of the Junior Divi- 
sion Parliament of ' the. University 
of Manitoba, assembled this 7tli day 
of January 1946, vigorously con- 
demn the sale by our government 
of Canadian Army equipment, 
knowing that such equipment is to 
be used by Dutch troops against 
the Indonesian people who fight for 
their independence".

Torojto, Jan, 18— (CUP) — "A 
grant from this continent Is the 
only hope for the preservation of 
the lives of thousands of underfed 
students in coastal universities in 
China," said Rolland Elliott, of 
World's Student Relief, in a cable 
received today. "This is due to the 
financial and food crisis now cur- 
rent in China." 

Mr. Elliott continues urging Can- 
adians Immediately to transmit all 
available money to the World Stud- 
ent Relief Global Organization. 
This group administers funds from 
the International Students' Service 
and other Student organizations 
cngoged in relief work, and is at- 
tempting to minister to the needs 
of millions of students in Europe 
and Asia who suffered from war 
privations. 

The Chinese appropriation will 
buy the necessities of life for stu- 
dents as well as to begin rehabili- 
tation work in connection with re- 
moval of universities back to their 
original sites. 

The winter of 1044-45 was the 
most, difficult for students^ of the 
entire eight years of war, according 
to Han Lih Wu, Secretary of the 
ISS committee In China. The cost 
of llvlhg"'roile to"unpreGedent'ed 
heights and the unfavorable mili- 
tary situation mpant that tens of 



thousands again evacuated had to 
take refuge in temporary quarters 
wherever they could find shelter. 

Now with the war ended there 
are still tens of thousands of stu- 
dents who still need Immedloîc re- 
lief, and it is believed that educa- 
tional rehabilitation will lake from 
a year to eighteen months. The 
medical record shows that In Shap- 
ing Pa University In Chungking 
there is a 9 per cent tuberculosis 
incidence, and many more arc in 
generally poor health. 

Relief funds are being used for 
nutritional aid on a huge scale, but 
this means a pitifully small amount 
for the Individual student, such as 
one egg a day or a meat dish added 
to government supplied allowances. 
These subsidies, due to Inflation, 
cost 600 million Chinese dollars a 
month. 

Next in Importance to nutrition 
is the problem of delousing for 
students' dormitories and beds to 
prevent discomfort and the spread 
of disease. It is reported that the 
committee has been able to buy 
up some DDT, which has been 
found very effective. 

At the same time work is being 
carried on in liberated areas and 
the ISS committee Is trying to 
start a new Sludetns' Centre in 
Nanking which will begin relief 
work In that orca.

Prof. Karpovick 
From Harvard U. 
To Speak Here 

Anglo-Russian Relation 
Is Subject of Lecture 
By History Professor 

"The Histo^ of Anglo-Russian 

Relations," will be the subject of 
an address by Professor Korpovlch 
of Harvard University, to be held 
on Monday, January 28 at 12 noon 
in Moysc Hall. The lecture Is spon- 
sored by the Departments ot His 
tory. Economics and Sociology. 

Professor Karpovich is well 
known to McGill students for he 
has lectured here on several pre- 
vious occasions. He was bom In 
1888 at Tiflis In Russian Caucasia, 
now the Georgian Republic of tht 
U.S.S.R. and was educated at the 
University of Moscow. Coming to 
the United States after the last 
war, he was appointed lecturer in 
Russian History at Harvard in 1927 
and Is now Professor of Russian 
History there. 

His address on January 28 will 
be of considerable current interest 
for the relations of Russia and the 
English speaking world have rare 
ly been closer or more difficult 
than they arc today, and these re- 
lations can be understood In the 
light of the history of the 19th. 
century when England was long 
the ally of Turkey In standing be 
tween her and Russia's ambitions 
in the Balkans and the Dardanel 
les. 

Professor Karpovich Is the aU' 
thor of several books including a 
survey of Russian History during 



Govt. Plans to Conduct Survey 
On Student 'Vet Cost-of-Living 



A Survey of the Cosl-of-Livlng 
of University and CVT students, 
to be completed during the w;eek 
of Jan. 21, has been announced by 
Major-General E; L. M. Burns, 
Director General of Rehabilitation 

In a document dated Jan. 11, it 
is stated that first-hand Information 
Is required as a basis of discussion 
of veterans' training allowances," 
and. the procedure involves the 
completion of a questionnaire 
schedule ;underyhe^ supervision of 
a Dominion ' Bureau''bt^ Statistics 
Officer. 

This follows the Intentions laid 
before the Student-veterans confer- 
ence which took place In Montreal 
when higher allowances were dis- 
cussed. • 

The questlonaire is to be com- 
pleted by a percentage of veterans 
attending University and CVT 
schools across Canada." At McGill 
the quota of students who must 
complete It is understood to be 
about 150, that Is obout 10 per 
cent, of the enrolled personnel. 
These students will be chosen by 
taking every tenth name from the 
University's card index record. In 
this way it is expected to get a 
"valid random selection," 

The questionnaire has spaces for 



the University estimate of basic 
expenses, which docs not include 
personal expenses, and also the 
veterans own estimate. In this sec 
ond division there will be a long 
list to be completed under the 
heoding of personal expenses. This 
includes the cost of: "tobacco, 
casual lunches, beverages, (tea 
coffc, soft drinks etc.) candy, Ice- 
cream, outside dances (tickets, taxi 
flowers), movies, Christmas ond 
other gifts, shaving necessities, 
laundry and drycleaning." 

Attached to the instructions is an 
table purporting to show the estim- 
ated cost for a single person attend- 
ing a school across Canada for one 
term. These estimates are put out 
by DVa, The basic figure given for 
a McGill term (7 months) adds up 
to $720, where as the Government 
allowance for the same time is 
(420. 

The figure $720 includes cost of 
books, school socials, food and 
shelter, clothing and transporta- 
tion. It does not include incidental 
and personal expenses as listed in 
the questionnaire. 

With these expenses added the 
basic figure of (72 will be ncnmr 
$100. The veterans are themselves 
asking for an Incrcas to (80 a month 
single and (120, married.

Peirson, a very innocent looking 
type of hockeylst, packed potent 
dynamite in his stick as he blasted 
home five goals and assisted In two 
others to lead the Redmen to their 
win in a game that was marked 
by ragged and rugged Icc-worlc, 
Tommy Hale potted two tallies for 
the winners while Sinclair. George 
Hale and Goose Gosselln notched 
one apiece completing the Camp- 
bell clan scoring summary. In add- 
ition. Sunny Jim O'Connor free- 
wheeling centre Ice man from 
Dawson, helped in four of Pelrson's 
tallies to rank high In the night's 
point list. 

On the U of M aggregation, Dol- 
bec counted two markers, and 
assisted in one other to garner the 
star rating for the losers while 
Strong Man Jean Paul Gignac 
netted a singleton and lent a help- 
ing hand In another goal Bobby 
Pepin completed the list of Cara- 
bins scorers In the tilt. 

Although the defensive work on 
both teams was overshadowed by 
the number of tallies counted, both 
goalcrs turned In sparkling per' 
formances. Jack Gelineau in the 
McGill cage was Mr. Nerveless per* 
sonified as he casually booted aside 
pucks that had been signed, sealed 
and delivered by the U. of M. for- 
wards and at the other end of the 
arena Royal, after a shaky start, 
settled down to some smart twine- 
tending.

New York. — More than 750,000 
men were on strlke|>.in, the great 
United Stales stiéel 'strike tonight 
This strike, . largest in the nation's 
industrial history, is gaining mo- 
mentum, with steelworkers in 30 
slates ready to leave their Jobs. 

London. — Iran has appealed di- 
rectly to the UNO to Investigate 
"interference of the Soviet Union 
through the medium of their offi- 
cials and armed forces, in the In- 
ternal affairs of Iran", and an- 
nounced that direct negotiations 
with Russia have failed. 

Budapest. — Within the last few 
days, the Soviet has taken posses- 
sion of the Lispé Oil fields, includ- 
ing some American owned wells. 
The largest of these fields was pre- 
viously owned by the Standard Oil 
Company, and is now being oper- 
ated by the Russian Government.

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School via Screen 

From The Varsity, Toronto. 

"Moving pictures, n brand new brnncli of 
liighcr learning, Iinvc inv.ndcd tlic aeucstcrcd 
academic world . . . now courses in movie mak- 
ing arc offered hv colleges and universities in 
ever}' part of the United States." This statement 
from the latest issue of Popular Photography, 
leaves rather a blank in our minds. Tlic sug- 
gestion of movies having any connection witli 
the University of Toronto lias so far eluded us. 
And yet when one looks over the achievement 
record of the "thin ribbon of celluloid" the fol- 
lowing questions become apparent. 

"Why haven't the potentialities of movies 
been recognized by Canadian "Universities?" 

"Is anything being done by the universities 
of Canada that indicates that movies arc recog- 
nized as a field with both artistic and educa- 
tional possibilities?" 

"Will anything c done about the deficiency 
at present apparent in our syllabus?" 

The war record of the movies indicates their 
potentialities and gives a concrete c.\ainplc of 
their success in education. The thoroughness 
witii which American soldiers were trained be- 
fore going into action and the speed with which 
an army was created nut of farmers, salesmen 
and mechanics both depended to a great extent 
on training movies. The men learned their work 
better and quicker and enjoyed it when it was 
presented in the form of movies. The British 
Xvmy also >iîcd training movies to a large ex- 
tent and_ produced films on such a variety of 
subjects as map reading, gas training and first 
aid. 

In still another way movies were used dining 
the war. They were used to educate the public, 
to explain shortages, to combat such dangers as 
inflation. ^Much work of this kind was and is 
being done by the National Film Board in Ot- 
■ tttwa. 

This war has shown much about the possi- 
bilities of movies in the fields of both education 
and, for lack of a better term, social service. 
Now it seems that those possibilities are being 
ignored. For a better understanding of those pos- 
sibilities it might be well to consider what is be- 
ing done by the universities in thé United States 
and to study the way movies could be used to 
supplement our present system of university 
studies. 

In the American universities the students rcr 
ceivc instruction in the techniques of movie mak- 
ing and they, themselves, produce documentary 
films on such topics as the black market. Their 
training prepares them for work such as is done 
by the National Film Board of Canada and for 
the production of such advertising movies as 
arc produced by General Electric, the Toronto 
Transportation Commission and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, to mention only a few. 

It seems strange that the only places for 
these films, with their definite educational pos- 
sibilities, to be shown are clubs such as the 
Electrical Club. If movies were shown as a part 
of a university course they would offer certain 
outstanding advantages over lectures and the 
projection of slides. 

In the preparation of movies some of the 
most eminent men in the field could be asked to 
co-operate and thtis a much better course could 
be organized than is given in a series of lectures. 
Then, too, it would bo possible to show thing? in 
class that would not be possible during a nor- 
mal lecture. The engineers could watch a loco- 
motive travelling at high speed, or perhaps the 
process of extracting metal from an ore. Medi- 
cal students could watch an operation heinj; per- 
formed. And the artist's brush noultl be called 
in to sliow what no human eye can sec: the 
firing nf a shell or the action of electrons in the 
formation of a chemical compound. 

There are other uses to which movies could

Occasionally, perhaps only once in a hundred 
years, there blazed through the artistic firmament n 
wondrous masterpiece, a nonpareil of genius that 
dazzled the eyo of the awestnick observer. Such was 
the lustrous Koh-l-noor of da Vinci's "The Last Sup- 
per", such were the paragons of satiric realism that 
were Goya's, and such, becoming local and contem- 
porary, Is the great "Portrait of My Foster Sister" by 
the "Kentucky Rubens"— Thomas Jeremiah McCoy. 

Young Tommlc, as he was affectionately called, 
was the twenly-tlrst child sprung from the fruitful 
union of an Irish pioneering Immigrant and a Sioux 
Indian squaw. As a young lad Tommio showed no 
special talents in nny specific direction. In fact, if 
anything, the lad was quite backward. As his school- 
teacher, a former subway trainman, used to answer 
when asked about Tommie— "Another double rjre, 
Joe". 

Nevertheless, It Is quiet obvious to the serious 
student of the art of McCoy, that the latter was 
touched by the divine spark in many ways. In fact 
one, is. thunderstruck when confronted with his per- 
spicacity and amailng introspeetlon In the shape of 
a casual notebook In wlîich McCoy jotted his fre- 
quent flights o( astounding Intuition. In one of these 
notebooks was found an unfinished opus— "Auto- 
blgfraphy of a Foetus", where he attempted to put 
into writing the sufferings experienced by his sould 
during his Intra-uterlne sojourn. He states—" . . . 
amid loud walls, that perturbed the mammary func- 
tions of my mother for she Insisted that she heard 
a deep basso profundo peremptorily demanding: 'Let 
me out of here, let me out of here'l" Is this not 
genius? 

But It really was at Ihe age of sixteen that his 
genius began to assert itself. At church one Sunday 
morning, he observed that the sun made interesting 
chromatic patterns on Deacon Johnson's pate as the 
rays flooded through the stained glass window. That 
afternoon, young Tommie boiled an egg and with 
the aid of his little sister's crayons made a drawing 
of Deacon Johnson preaching a sermon called "Sin 
In Kentucky. Why?" When Tommie became 20, a 
crucial change occurred In his artistic development, 
at which time he forsook eggshells in favour of can- 
vasses. "Portrait of My Foster Sister" belongs to this 
period. 

Tlic artistic fertility of McCoy requires no recol- 
lection to the mind of the art lover. However it Is 
painful to allude to the unfortunate (act that his 
creatlvencss was nipped In the bud in 1936 when 
McCoy became a brush salesman. 



Aid to Students

Only a week and a half ago some 600-odd dis- 
charged servicemen entered McGill, some for the 
first lime, others to recommence their Interrupted 
studies. And in Europe students arc returning to 
schools and universities, after years In prisons, forced 
labor camps or resistance forces. Universities arc 
damaged or totally destroyed and faculties scattered. 

The reconversion of universities is the main part 
of the work of the International Student Service, one 
of the organizations to benefit from the proceeds of 
the Charity Drive being held In the University next 
week. 

The I.S.S. was founded twenty years ago. This 
organization is a non-sectarian, non-poIItical service, 
wtio.sc sole aim is to bring relief to students all over 
tlie world. The budget (or this work Is $2,000,000 and 
Canada Is raising $50,000 as her share. 

Relaxing of international boundaries make it 
possible for the I.S.S. to reach more students in more 
countries during the coming year. .'Mrcady shipments 
of food and medical supplies have gone to univer- 
sity centres In France, Belgium, Holland and Jugo- 
slavia. Tubercular students from European countries 
are recovering, under proper treatment, in the Uni- 
versity Sanltorlum In Switzerland. 

Rehabilitation centres are being established (or 
resstoring run-down students to health. Books arc 
being shipped to replace those which were deliber- 
ately burned or which have been lost through air- 
raids. Chinese relief centres provide food, baths, hair- 
cuts, and heated, lighted rooms for students. Money, 
medical help, winter clothing and bedding are also 
supplied. 

We can well remember the difficulty caused by 
the shortage of text-books at the beginning of the 
session. But the situation here is Ideal compared with 
that in Europe: libraries have been destroyed and 
classrooms shattered. And In China as many as forty 
students have been known to use the same hand- 
written text! 

In Jugoslavia, there Is a shortage of clothing, 
medical supplies, books and even pencils and paper. 
And a similar story could be told of conditions in a 
dozen European countries. 

The campaign for funds begins on January 23. 
This is our opportunity to show that we at McGIU 
arc not blind to what Is going on, and that when we 
are called upon to do our part we will not fall. 
Education can bo one of the niost precious things in 
the world. Let us lend a hand to our fellow-students 
across the Atlantic and help get this world of our 
back on its feet. 



be put by a university, but in any application 
the fundamental advantages remain. In the 
fraction of a second during which a scene 
changes a movie could talce the spectator to any 
part of the infinitesimally small world in which 
bacteria, atoms, and the theory of the calculus 
exist.

3) Wo consider that the argument 
"that Kurt Meyer did not person- 
ally order the shooting of each In- 
dividual soldier, ond only carried 
out his duty as a soldier" is no valid 
argument and docs not In any way 
detract, from his guilt and respon- 
sibility.

Cayford, that the Constitution of the Students' Society of McGill 
University be amended as fojlows: 

Old Constitution 



Article I 

NAME • 
The Students' Society McGlll 
University. 

Article II 

OBJECT 
An association of undcrgrndualc 
formed to exercise general control 
of the undergraduate activities and 
tiic relation of the undergraduates 
wilh^' the University, subject to the 
Univenily Statutes and the Juris- 
diction of the Senate and the sev- 
eral Faculties. 

Article III 
MEMBERSHIP 
All undergraduate members of 
the University and all students of 
the affillatçd Theological Colleges 
who pay the universal fee and 
students of the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies who are undergraduates in 
any faculty and who are students 
in affiliated Theological Colleges 
and who pay the universal' fee. 
Article IV 
FEES 

(1) A. Each male member of the 
Students' Society shall be required 
to pay an annual fee of $20.00, this 
sum to be collected by the Bursar 
with the regular tuition fees and 
divided as follows: 

Athletics Board $10.00 

Students' Executive Council 4.00 

McGill Union 3..')0 

McGill Dally 1.50 

Undergraduate Society 1.00 

B. Each female member of the 
Students' Society shall be required 
to pay an annual fee of $19.00, this 
sum to be collected by the Bursar 
with the regular tuition fees and 
divided as follows: 

Athletics Board $4.50 

M.W.S.A.A 2.50 

McGill Daily 1.50 

Students' Executive Council 4.00 
Women's Union 2.50 

(2) An annual financial state- 
ment of the Society, and the var- 
ious Committees under its control, 
for the past college year shall be 
published in the "McGill Dally" be- 
fore the 15th of October. 

(3) The accounts of the Students' 
Executive Council shall be audited 
by accountants sanctioned by the 
University. 

Article V 
OFFICERS ' 

The officers shall be a President, 
a Vice-President, a salaried Secre- 
tary-Treasurer and a Comptroller. 

(a) Duties: 

The Fresldenl shall preside at all 
General and Special Meetings, and 
shall be ex>officlo Chairman of the 
Students' Executive Council, and a 
member of the Executive of all Re- 
gular Committees. He shall repre- 
sent the students on all publie occa- 
sions. 

The Vlee-Presldcnt^sh'all^perform 
the duties of the President in the 
absence of the latter. 

The Secretary-Treasurer shall be 
custodian of all records, ledgers, 
receipts or documents of any nature 
whatsoever belonging to or dealing 
with the affairs of the Society. He 
,shall receive and deposit all sums 
accruing to the Society, giving re- 
ceipts for the same. 

The Comptroller shall supervise 
all disbursements. 

(b) Elections: 

The President shall be elected 
annually between the 1st day of 
March and the 15th day of March, 
by a ballot of all the members of 
the Society. He shall be nominated 
by any fifty members. Such nom- 
inations shall be presented In writ- 
ing to the Secretary at least ten 
days before the date of the election 
and published by him In the "Mc- 
Gill Daily" at least one week be- 
lore the date of election. 

Should only one person be nom- 
inated for the post at the date set 
for the close of the nomination, the 
date for the closing of nominations 
shall be extended forty-eight hours 
and noUce thereof published in the 
"McGill Daily". 

The President shall take office at 
the beginning of the fiscal year. In 
the event of resignation, the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council shall de- 
cide on a date for the election of a 
successor, the procedure of election 
being similar to that used in the 
case of the regular election. ^.r The

succesfor so appointed shall hold 
office until the end of the fiscal 
year. . 

The Vice-President shall be elect- 
ed by the Students' Executive 
Council from among their own 
number before the fifteenth day of 
October in each year. In the event 
of resignation, a successor shall be 
elected by and from the Students' 
Executive Council. 

The Secretary-Treasurer shall be 
chosen by the Students'. Executive 
Council to hold office for the cur- 
rent year, the continuation of the 
agreement depending on ratifica- 
tion by each successive Council. He 
need not be a member of the So- 
ciety and may be'* paid a salary.' 

The Comptroller shall be appoint- 
ed by the University on the recom- 
mendation of the CounciL 
Article VI 
STUDENTS' EXECUTIVE 
COUNCIL 

(1) The Students' Executive 
Council shall be composed of 
twelve (12) members as follows: 

(a) The President of the Stu- 
dents' Society who will be Chair- 
man. 

(b) The President of the McGill 
Union. 

(c) The President of the McGill 
Women's Union. 

(d) The Editor-in-Chief of the 
McGill Daily. 

(e) One representative from each 
of the five faculties; Medicine, En- 
gineering, Arts and Science, Law 
and Dentistry, and one representa- 
tive from the School of Commerce, 
and one representative from the 
Theological College, affiliated with 
McGill University and one repre- 
sentative from the Royal Victoria 
College. These representatives shall 
be elected by the students of such 
Faculty, from the Junior Class 
thereof, between November 20th 
and December 10th in each year. 
Nominations from each Faculty, 
signed by at least ten students of 
that Faculty must be in the hands 
of the Secretary of the Students' 
Society at least ten days before the 
date of the election, and published 
by him in the "McGill Dally" at 
least one week before such date, 
vote by ballot taking place on date 
of election. 

(2) These members shall serve 
for one year from the first of the 
year following their election. 

(3) The Executive authority of 
the Students' Society is vested in 
the Students' Executive Council. 

(4) The Students' Executive 
Council shall be the only recog- 
nized medium, outside of the Ath- 
letics Board, between the students 
and the University authorities and 
the general public. 

(5) The Students' Executive 
Council may summon, hear and 
discipline any member of the Stu- 
dents' Society for a mlsdenfcanor. 
Any person so summoned shall be 
confronted by those bearing wit- 
ness against him. All decisions in 
such cases shall be referred to the 
Senate. 

(6) It shall appoint a salaried 
Secretary. 

(7) The management and control

Both Mr. Tucker and Mr. Woods 
agreed that housing was a national 
emergency, responsible in most 
cases for the Inadequacy of the 
maintcnoncc grants. They were in- 
terested to hear specific cases of 
high room and board rates in the 
vicinity of McGill University, and 
expressed surprise at the figures 
quoted them: $54 a month average 
for a single person's board, and $64 
a month at the university residence, 
Douglas Hall. 

Clarifying several sections of the 
rehabilitation statutes, Mr. Woods 
sold that: where student veterans' 
time credits are exhausted, and he 
has fulfilled the requirements ot 
his course, the government ^ylll 
take a favorable attitude towo^Ss 
seeing him through to his degree;

THE BEGINNINGS . . . 

The Canadiim Afsoclation of Medical Students and Internes 
(CAMSl) came into being on March 13, 10.18, with four medical schoob; 
as members; Western, Toronto, Queen'*, and McGill. It now numbers 
the students of all nine of Canada's medical faculties among its 
membership, which currently exceeds 3,000. Such statistics do not 
indicate the rather dinicult 'course which wartime acceleration Imposed 
on this octivc body; but they do .convey ihe fundamental need for an 
association of its kind. Wartime acceleration brought, ot course, a 
certain stimuUi5, in that it raised acute problems best dealt with on a 
large scale, rather 'than by single medical undergraduate societies, or 
even by isolated groups of students.

FOR EXAMPLE . . . 

In 1941, Toronto CAMSI lubmlttcd to Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King and Brigadier Gorrallne a petition proposing enlistment In the 
Royal Canadian Army Medical Corps of medlcally-ilt fifth and sixth 
year students wllh the provision for taking eight months internship 
followed by commissions In the various services, llow much this 
petition had to do with the proposal's subsequent endorsement by the 
Department of National Defence and its later Implementation Is dllTIcuU 
to say, but the fact remains that medical students were thus enabled t<^ 
work out a national problem on a national basis.

PRICE TAGS . . . 

1042-43 may noti for all we know, have been a typical year, but 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics tabulated some interesting results 
on the basis of a CAMSI questionnaire on the economic background 
of medical students during that session. Average cost of medical 
education in Canada, per year, was somewhat as follows: Saskatchewan, 
$628; Alberta, $608; Queen's, Western, Manitoba, Laval, $734-$797; 
Montreal, $855; Dolhousie, $974; Toronto, $975; McGill, $1,206.

FAnnLY FINANCES. . . 

The same survey showed that 52% of medical students In Canada 
come from families with annual incomes of less than $2,450; yet the 
average Canadian family of 4.23 persons needs a minimum of $1,700 
to live "with minimum health and decency." The conclusions to be drawn 
from this are more than amply supported by the facts, revealed by the 
CAMS! questionnaire, thkt less than one-fifth of Canadian medical 
students can be supported completely at university by their parents. 
Slallsllcs, of course, need searching and critical evaluation; but the 
few figures mentioned do shed some ll(ht on an Important problem — 
which after all is but pari of a far larger problem. The economics of 
studying medicine is of increasing interest to medical students living 
in and. preparing to work- In an increasingly levelled society; it 
will therefore be extensively considered by CAMSI, when that 
association has cleared away some preliminary problems, and Is able 
to devote more studied consideration to It. Statistics such as those

Guilty

"Girl No, 217" presents the rare 
combination of honesty, exactitude, 
and dramatic suspense. This story 
of a Russian girl sold into slavery 
in Germany, is as tense and excit- 
ing as a novel with a carefully de- 
signed plot; yet it is truer than a 
news commentary, exact os a de- 
tailed description. The Impact of 
the picture is tremendous. There 
are moments of tears, and of 
breathless suspense, of pity, and of 
maddening joy. 

We cannot praise the direction 
too much. The SQcnes ore well film- 
ed, short, fast. Yet there are several 
long speeches, when the plot stops, 
but the picture keeps on through 
the excellent acting. Throughout, 
one notices the Russian use of light 
and shade. And all through, the 
music adds to the scene and to the 
action, a thing of beauty in itself, 
independently of the picture. 

Every actor yhas gromij into the 
part. To look 'at ttiè'KnîunTfiàmily. 
one would swear they arc. German. 



The character of each is painted 
on the face. Tania, the Russian girl 
is a magnificent actress, and she 
plays the only character thai 
changes. Wo watch her, young, at 
first, then despairing. At each 
scene she gets older. Her griel 
changes to fury, then to revenge. 

At the end she knows nothing 
but hate and determination. Her 
hair is white and she Is 25 years 
old. "I will not forget" swears 
Tonia. And to the Russian women 
that surround her, she says "They 
are all guilty," nil of them, the of 
fice workers and the white collar 
workers, the small people of Ger- 
many, they are ALL guilty. ' 

This film should be shown pub- 
licly, free, to everyone. It should 
be compulsory. We have heard of 
the horrors of slave labour in Ger- 
many. It is only through seeing 
them before our eyes, that we con 
really understand. The incidents in 
themselves ore- gruesome; their 
number Is overwhelming. These 
German civilians ore not human. 
After 0 while we cease to consider 
the Russian slaves as cattle, and we 
realize that the Germans arc the 
cattle. They lose all sense of value. 
A father robs the cadaver of his 
dead son. They fight and squabble 
even between themselves, they 
cringe and domineer, lie, cheat and 
terrorize. 

The film unfortunately, Is not be- 
ing shown at "His Majesty's" any 
more. We hope it will come to the 
smaller theatres, and that ii will be 
well attended. For it is an epic, 
not only ot the Russian people, but 
ot the human spirit.

An open letter to the Executive 
of the McGill Student Veterans So- 
ciety. 

Dear Sirs,— With regard to the 
letter sent by the Executive of the 

McGill Student Veterans Society to 
OttawJ and to other universities 
protesting the commutation of the 
death sentence on Major General 
Kurt Meyer, it would appear that 
the Executive has acted in a high 
handed and highly improper mon- 
ner. 

In the first place, opinions pub« 
lishcd by the Executive members 
of the Students Veterans Society 
arc bound to be constructed by the 
general public as the opinions ot 
the majority of the Student Vet- 
erans body. A general meeting ot 
student veterans would be required 
before any statement on behalf ot 
the Society could be made. In this 
ease there was neither a general 
meeting nor any other attempt to 
determine the concensus ot opinion 
on this point. 

Therefore, by this presumptuous 
and undemoeraticoliy conceived ac- 
tion the Executive grossly exceeded 
its prerogatives. 

Moreover it would appear that 
the ideas expressed In the letter, re- 
flect the opinions of only a small 
section of the Student Veterans 
body. , 

This matter has since been taken 
up by the public press and a com- 
pletely misleading Idea has been 
presented to the public concerning 
the position held by the • McGill 
Veterans on this subject. 

It Is therefore incumbent upon 
the Executive to call an Immediate 
general meeting of all McGill Stu- 
dent Veterans to hove the Execu- 
tive's action either sanctioned. by a 
substontiol majority ot veterans or 
publicly repudiated.
